Both men were stated for 
receiving stolen property 
on Dec. 24 after approxi- 
mately $4,000 worth of 
camera equipment 
belonging to- freelance 
photographer Nate Carter 
was found in the Odgen 
Ave, apartment. Carter, 35, 
is a special assignment 
a eal for The 
CALL & POST. 


Carter's westside apart- 


ment had. been broken into 
on Dec. 23 between 2-3 


a.m. Upon investigation, 
burglary detectives said 
that the break-in had ap- 
parently been done by 
“professionals” because of 
limited damage done to the 
apartment door. 

Burglary Det. Robert 
George said that Sparks 
and Woodrum were 
arrested at approximately 6 
p.m. on Dec. 24 after the 
pair had reportedly’ sold 
one of Carter's cameras to 
a police informant for $20. 
The camera, an_ antique 
Royal brand, was valued at 
between $75 and $100 by 
Carter. George said that 
the pair “was gonna let all 
of the photo equipment go 
for $800.”

Just who is Idi Amin? Of course, he is 
the current chairman of the Organization 
of Afric . Jnity and the president of the 
African nation, Uganda. But he appears to 
be more notorious than being the head of 
an African nation or the chosen leader of 
African unity. 

He has been described by white US. 
diplomats and the white press vitupera- 
tively as the “Adolph Hitler" of Africa. He 
is considered as a man of hatred; he is 
ascribed as being anti-Jewish, anti- 
Christian. He is godless and a dictator of 
the worst sort. 

How-can a man, trusted by most African 
nations, be attacked and labeled as the 
“Hitler” of Africa? What_does this imply? 
What is implicit is that the new and 
developing nations of Africa are anti- 
democratic and espouse the ideologies 
and philosophies of nations that are éither 
communist or fascist-like. 

This is why, it is believed, that the rising 
“nations of Africa tolerate a man like Amin 
as representing African unity. What an 
attack against our brothers in Africa.

__ Major gore of course, is that our 
society still does not offer black 
Americans the same chance to earn a de- 
cent income as it does its white citizens. 
Entering 1976, the latest-figures show that 
white men in America enjoy a median in- 
come of $8800, while black men just under 
$5400. At the same time white women 
were earning a median income of $3100 
with Black women just $2800. These 
medians indicate that as many in each 
class are above the median line as those 
below it. 

When all families, black and white, are 
lumped together, family median incomes 
come out like this; White families $13,350, 
while black f earn an-average of 
$7800, a_figure that is rising. slowly in a 

when inflation lessens the spend- 
ability of each dollar earned. 

Even here the condition of blacks is an 
improvement, even’ though it is some 
$5000 less than a white family’s. Just ten 
years ago about one fourth’of all black 
families earned over $10,000, Now over a 
third fall into the over $10,000 bracket. Still 
during the years between 1970 and now, 
black families are still earning only about 
60% as much as whites. Thus the gap is 
not narrowing to any appreciable degree.

There is_an emotional 
cry about -busing that 
tends to. cloud the issue 
that busing is aimed at 
righting. Such eriés_as™-— 
“it is inconvenient”; “the 
distance is too much"; “it 
will test our capacity as 
human beings to get 
along well with persons 
we don't know"’, “some of 
us might lose our 
temper”; etc. And we 
tend to want to keep 
exclusively for our own 
area residents facilities 
and opportunities 
provided by tax funds.
